This  dahlia  has  a  coloring  just  a  little  different, 
coming  a  very  deep  rose.  Blooms  attain  a  size  of 
11  inches  by  6  inches  deep  ;  a  very  strong  grower 
with  insect  resisting  foliage.  The  flowers  are 
held  erect  on  strong  stiff  stems,  the  stems  being 
strong  enough  to  hold  the  largest  flower  that  can 
be  grown.  Won  the  American  Home  Achievement 
medal  at  East  Liverpool  show  in  a  very  strong 
class  of  seedlings.  Blooms  were  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  at  the  close  of  the  show  the  second  day.
